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Finiesters Busy During Easter Recess 


Ottawa, April 17— Aithough this is 
the Easter recess of parliament and 
the halls of the Dominion legislature 
will be deserted until April 28th when 
the session reconvenes, it isn’t exact- 
ly a holiday for either members ot 
the government or for the individual 
members of parliament. Some cabinet 
ministers who have been under heavy 
strain for some time are taking a 
short rest away from the Capital 
The Prime Minister will spend a few 
days in the United States and wil 
see the President either at Warm 
Springs, Georgia or Washington. In 
this hour of world crisis there are 
lots of important matters for the 
heads of the two countries to discuss, 
and even if the meeting resulted in 
nothing more concrete than an ex 
change of views on world affairs, 
meetings of this kind help to foster 
still further the cooperative spirit 
and understanding between the 
great English speaking democracies, 
Cabinet Ministers during the recess 
will spend more time in the adminis- 
tration of their departments. Immed- 
jately after the adjournment of the 
House, the Heads of the three combat- 
ant services, Macdonald, Ralston and 
Power, issued an appeal over the rad- 
fo for 115,000 new recruits, 72,000 for 
the army, 35,000 for the Air Force 
and 9,000 for the navy. The Minister 
of Agriculture, Gardiner, will spend 
much of the recess in making the 
government's wheat policy quite 
clear to the farmers throughout Can- 
ada and in explaining the regulations 
governing the policy. Members of 
parliament representing farming com- 
munities will also discuss the farming 
policy with their constituents.

The Wheat Question— 

Discussions on the restricted wheat 
acreage and bonus scheme wil un: 
doubtedly continue after parliament 
meets again. Sittings of the Commons 
just before adjournment were given 
over to debates on this subject and 
no final decision was reached. A good 
deal of criticism was directed against 
the government's plan by some mein: 
bers from the Prairie provinces and 
trom farming communities in the 
East. Some Westerners opposed the 
acreage bonus scheme, preferring an 
increase in the initial price for wheat. 
They suggested 85 cents instead of 
70 cents a bushel. They saw a danger 
of a surplus in coarse grain produc- 
tion if too much land was sown to 
coarse grain instead of wheat. The 
surplus problem might be transferred 
from wheat to barley. This last ar- 
gument was refuted by the statement 
of the minister that the British had 
increased the amount of their pur. 
chase of bacon for the present year 
by 28 million pounds and had intim: 
ated that there might be a further in. 
crease in demand. More coarse grains 
would be needed for the feeding of 
hogs. Eastern farmers were assisted 
by ythe government assuming half 
the freight charges on feed from Fort 
William, The minister answering the 
several points of criticism advanced 
in the House, explained that the ob- 
ject of the’ policy was to give back to 
the farmer “something of what this 
war has taken away from him”. “No 
one could expect” he said “that the 
government could return to the farm: 
er everything that the war had cost 
him.” A point raised in the House 
was that the processing tax on wheat 
used for domestic consumption should 
be increased from 15 cents a bushel 
to 50 cents. This would mean an in- 
inrease of 11 cents a bushel on the 
220 million buushels which under the 
new plan the wheat board would ac- 
cept from the farmers during the 
year. But most of the processing tax 
would be paid the minister said by 
laborers and farmers through an_ in- 
creased cost of flour and bread and 
this was not a desirable form of tax- 
ation, 
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Speed Up Ship Buliding— 

It is hoped and expected that the 
new company being formed by the 
government to push on the construc- 
tion of merchant ships will meet with 
success. It is unnecessary to say that 
the thoughts of everyone in the Cap- 
ital are centred on the most recent 
war developments in the Balkans and 
the supremely important Battle of the 


Atlantic between convoys and escort: 
ing naval vessels and enemy submar- 
ines and aircraft. The object of the 
new company which will be under the 
direction of H. R. MacMillan, one of 
the supply minister Howe’s most able 
assistants, will be to make Canada’s 
contribution of new ships as rapid 
and effective as possible. It is expect- 
ed to supplement very materially, the 
great ship construction program com- 
mencing in the United States Ship- 
yards.

5000 - 6000 New Recruits 
Needed Each Month— 

An interesting policy that has been 
adopted for the Canadian army is 
that each unit of the army on active 
service will have a reserve unit con- 
nected with it. The reserve unit will 
be located in the same territory from 
which the active service unit was en- 
listed. This link will mean that to a 
large degree men from the same _lo- 
cality will be together. This, in the 
words of the minister of National De- 
fence “will help to foster the spirit 
of provincial and local pride and com- 
radeship”. Between 5,000 and 6,000 
new recruits will be needed each 
month under present conditions to 
fill up and keep filled the active units 
overseas and in Canada,

Budget And Excess Profits Tax— 

The budget for the fiscal year 
which began April 1st will be intro- 
duced in the commons shortly after 
Parliament resumes its sittings after 
the recess. The only advance inform: 
ation about it that has been given out 
is a series of amendments to the Ex- 
cess Profits Tax Act. Seventeen chan- 
ges were made in the Act with the 
object of making the scheme more 
flexible and to remove bardships and 
inequities. The changes are the re- 
sult of experience in collecting the 
taxes, In announcing the amendments 
to the commons the minister of fin- 
ance severely criticised the practise 
followed by some firms of incurring 
unjustifiable expenses in the opera- 
tion of their business. As the govern- 
ment takes 75 per cent of excess pro- 
fits in the form of taxation these firms 
seek to avoid making payments to 
the government by increasing their 
expenses, The practise, however, the 
minister said, was not general.

In a cable to Nor- 
man Sommerville, Chairman Central 
Council, Canadian Red Cross Society, 
Mr Morrison states—. 

“Glad to be able to remove misap- 
prehension about Civil Defence com- 
forts scheme. Please convey to the 
Canadian Red Cross my deep and 
grateful appreciation of their unstint- 
ed help to our civilian army of anti- 
air raid defenders through the sup- 
plies which they are sending to the 
Civil Defence comforts scheme. Can- 
ada's gifts of money are greatly val- 
ued. No less so is the stream of com- 
forts knitted by devoted hands all over 
the Dominion. Tucked away in the 
corners of ships among the munitions 
you send us, these comforts add a 
touch of warm human kindness to the 
grimmer contributions made by your 
great country to the common effort. 
These comforts will be used as a cen- 
tral reserve from which to supply 
heavily attacked areas. I desire neith- 
er gifts in cash or in kind to be inter- 
rupted and I hope this reassurance 
removes all difficulties.” Signed Her- 
bert Morrison. 

Since the beginning of the year, the 
Canadian Red Cross overseas has dis- 
tributed to bombed civilians and 
fighting forces some 1,211,657  arti- 
cles which was more than the total 
distribution of 1940.

“Farmers won't organize” is so 
commonly said that most people be 
lieve it. It is not true but it is said so 
often that it does almost as much as 


if it were a fact. “No wonder farmers 
get the worst of it; they won't stick 
together” is a careless expression 


with which many people dismiss prob- 
lems which are as important to them 
personally as they are to farmers 
themselves. Farmers cannot get “the 
worst of it” in Canada without all oth 
er Canadians getting the worst of it 

The truth is that farmers do organ 
ize, that hundreds of thousands of 
them have been well organized for 
years, and that these farmers have 
formed a national organization called 
the Canadian Federation of Agricult 
ure, 

The Canadian Federation of Agri 
culture is just what its name implies; 
it is a Federation of the principal farm 
organizations across Canada. Its mem- 
bership includes the following Provin- 
cial Units— 

1— B. C. Chamber of Agriculture. 
2—Alberta Federation of Agriculture. 
é—Saskatchewan Co-operative Confer- 
ence, 4—-Manitoba Federation of Agri- 
culture, 5--Ontario Federation of Ag 
ticulture, 6— Certain Quebec organ- 
izations, including The Co-opertive 
Wederee de Quebec, and also The Un- 
fon Catholique Des Cultivateurs de 
Quebec. 7— Maritime Federation of 
Agriculture. 

These Provincial Units have been 
established by the various farm  or- 
ganizations within the Provinces, in- 
cluding both commercial co-operative, 
and educational organizations, 

In addition, its membership in- 
cludes the following National or in- 
ter-Provincial organizations— 

1—Canadian Dairy Farmers’ Fed- 
eration, 2—Canadian Horticultural 
Council. 3—United Grain Growers 
Limited, 

Because of the widespread and re- 
sresentative character of the mem- 
bership of this organization, it speaks 
with some degree of authority for the 
organized primary producers of Can- 
ada. It says— 

“Canadian agriculture’s first task 
tnd paramount duty is to place its 
whole strength and unite its resour- 
tes from sea to sea behind Canada’s 
war effort. This war must be won, and 
the greatest possible degree of Nat- 
ional unity is essential if our war ef- 
fort is to reach maximum efficiency. 

Victory cannot be achieved with- 
out sacrifice. All classes of our peo- 
ple will be called upon to make sacri- 
fices, and the agricultural industry is 
ready and willing to bear its full 
share of the heavy load which Canada 
has shouldered, It is vital, from con- 
siderations of National unity, that no 
one class shall be called upon to car- 
ty an undue share of the burden and 
that there should be equality of sac- 
tifice by all classes.” 


CANADIAN GARDENS

FOR PRUNING— 

For pruning, there are various 
types of good clippers ,which are 
much handier than a jackknife and do 
a cleaner job than breaking off a 
branch. There is also a special type 
of pruning saw with a removable 
blade. This is easily set to saw at any 
angle, leaving a clean-cut, easily 
grown-over wound. 

The cost of this sort of equipment 
even in war time is, like all other 
garden accessories, extremely moder- 
ate. About a dollar will buy most 
types of hoes, rakes and spades, a 
little less for the small cultivators 
and trowels, and a little more for 
the hand drawn cultivators.

THE FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 


Sigg men of history who have 
left us the legacy of democratic 
government all seem to have been of 
one mind, that the preservation of 
freedom depended to a large degree 
on the preservation of the freedom of 
truly 
democratic states a free press is more 
than just a tradition—it is an essent- 
ial principle of democracy. 

One of the prerequisites of an auto- 
cracy is the abrogation of the freedom 
of the press, because this freedom 
has essentially, through the centuries 
shown itself to be the one great force 
which has seen to it that the freedom 
of the individual has been preserved 
when freedom of the press ia abol- 
ished other freedoms go with it. 
There is little need at this time to 
Stress that point. There are so many 
poignant and tragic examples in the 
world today of a subservient press, 
that it must be obvious to any intelli- 
gent person that the freedom of the 
press is synonymous with the freedom 
which is democracy. 

There have always been those, 
who, often for reasons of personal ag- 
grandisement or lust for power 
would rob the press of this precious 
jewel in the crown of liberty. There 
have been others who cry out for per 
sonal freedom of expression, bul 
who would deny this right to the 


press, 


thinking people are likely to accept 
at its face value. 

Actually the press enjoys a freedom 
which gives it no privilege above the 
individual. It must conform to the 
laws of the state. Its freedom is

er. It certainly offers no greater op 
portunity for defaming any person 01 
institution than does the inherent 
right of free speech with which every 
citizen is endowed as a_ birthright. 
Abraham Lincoln in a debate on the 
constitution once said— “The liberty 
of the press is the tyrant’s scourge; 
it is the true friend and the suprem- 
est supporter of civil liberty.” The 
orinciple of freedom of the press, as 
it exists today, is the result of a long 
and bitter struggle between those 
who believe in civil rights and consti- 
tuted authority, and those who fear 
the exercise of these rights. 

It i significant that the first am- 
endment to the Bill of Rights of the 
American Constitution, adopted in 
1791, ia one that relates to the free- 
dom of the press. Itreads— “Congress 
shall make no law respecting the es- 
tablishment of religion, or the prohibi- 
tion of the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press; or the right of the peo- 
ple peaceably o assemble and to pet- 
Ition the government for a redregs of 
grievances.” The very wording of 
this amendment places freedom of 
the press on the same level, and 
equal import with freedom of relig: 
fon, of speech and of assembly. 

A Rhode Island State provision 
sums up the question of a free press 
in a few words when it says— “The 
liberty of the press being essential to 
the security and freedom of the state, 
any person may publish his senti- 
ments on any subjects, being respon- 
sible for the abuse of that liberty, 
and in all trials for libel, both civil 
and criminal, the truth, unless pub- 
lished from malicious motives, shall 
be sufficient defense to the person 
charged." Many democratic coun- 
tries have passed similar legislation, 
because from a wide study of the dan- 
ers of a subservient press, they have 
learned that a free press is the best 
assurance of a free country. 

To be fully comprehended, the free- 
dom of teh press must be accepted by 
democratic peoples as a typical exam- 
ple of the privileges they enjoy as 
{nvididuals in a democratic state. To 
abolish the freedom of the press, is 
to invite the abollition of all freedom 
for the individual. —cContributed.
